THE HAPS AND MISHAPS OF 
A PHILATELIST.

T started collecting stamps while at schoo} and 
but a boy, and by seeing others of my schoolmates 
doing the same. Why 1 collected or began col- 
lecting, I had no idea of at that time, but suppose 
sinply because others did, and to get together, as 
my elder brother expressed it, ‘‘a whole lot of 
differentstamps,” and it wasn’t long before I head- 
ed the school in the size of my stamp collection. 
Many were the remarks of ‘' Phil has got more 
stamps than you, Jim.” Then Jim would say “ Just 
wait till to-morrow and see.” Buf when to- 
morrow came I was stil! ahead. I kept on col- 
lecting and when T left schoo! I had one of the 
finest collections in existence (at Icast so J 
believed), but I know but littie (if any) of the 
history of any stamp in my collection. 

It was several yearsafter I left school that 
chance brought me in contact with one of those 
‘‘ advanced ” collectors, and as luck would have 
it he was in the midst of examining and looking 
over his collection when I methim, I mentioncd 
to him the fact of my being a collector and then 
we commenced talking ‘‘stamps’ and when I 
started to leave he requested me to bring my col- 
lection to his house some evening for him to look 
at, to which I gladly complied. 

The next evening I brought my collection 
around for him to examine, aud on seeing it he 
burst into a Jong and loud laugh. I asked him 
What caused him to laugh and he cooly replied 
“Oh, you're only a beginner, why on carth do 
you paste your stamps solid in your album.” To 
this I replied that I knew of no other way and 
then he showed me how to ‘‘hinge” stampa, and 
T find it very easy and pleasant way of monnting 
them. He then continued examining my collect- 
ion, and several times I thought I saw him smile. 


When he hed finished he asked me this simple 
question ‘‘ Did you ever buy any stamps from §. 
Allan Taylor?” and I replied somewhat inno- 
cently ‘Oh, yes, lots of them.” “That settles 
it," he said, ‘why over half of the stamps in 
your collection are counterfeits." But this J 
could not helicve, and then he began to point out 
several stamps saying that they were counterfei ts, 
but as nearly all of these stamps were cancelled I 
couldn’t believe it and told him so ; then he be- 
gn to laugh again and without saying a word 
went toa closet and took out a bottle (I don't 
know whether it was a botile or flask, but for 
all that it didn’t contain lignor}). He took the 
cork off the bottle, then took out his knife and 
cut several notches in the cork and then produced 
a stamp that was cancelled and one that was un+ 
cancelled ; he then proceeded to cancel the unused 
one with the cork, and when he got through it 
Was an exact counterpart of the nsed stump. 


This proved to me that even used stamps can 
be counterfeited, and at his advice I took all the 
counterfeits out of my collection and began to 
place them in an envelope, when he asked me 
what Ll intended doing with them. J told him I 
was going ‘‘to shove them on to some othey 
beginner,” but he advised me not to do so but to 
burn them up, Just think of it, burn up stam ps 
Thad paid dimes, yes sometimes quarters for, 
Even if they were counterfeits I thought they 
would be worth something, but no, no collector 
wants counterfeits ; that’s the way I reasoned and 
when I finished I did burn them up, and there- 
after kept my eyes peeled for all suspicious 
stamps, and whenever I came across any J always 
took them to the “advanced” collector for hig 
opinion, 

Tt was on one of these occasions, while he was 
examining 4 stamp thatI had brought for his 
opinion, that I saw a ‘‘ philatelic” paper lying on 
his desk. I didn’t know what ‘* philatelic ’* 


ee 
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meant at that time, but I saw some illustrations 
of stamps in it, and after he gave me his opinion 
about the stamp, I asked him what kind of a 
psper that was on hisdesk. He explained to me 
what it was and handed me a copy, which I tock 
homeand read and reread several times, and after [ 
had gone through it the last time [ wrote a letter 
and enclosed a quarter and made the publishers’ 
heart glad, After that I received the paper 
regularly on the first of each month for a year 
with one exception, when I patiently waited until 
the 7th, but no paper came, I then determined 
to write to the publisher and ascertain the cause 
of the delay. I had written and posted the letter, 
when on reaching home what should I find but 
the paper, which was delivered during the time I 
was away posting the letter! After that I 
determined to wait a little longer before com- 
plaining. 

Several months after I had subscribed to the 
philatelic paper mentioned, I noticed that it con- 
tained an exchange column which was free to 
subscribers, so 1 sent an exchange, which duly 
appeared, and in the same issue I noticed that the 
publisher had three exchange notices, so the next 
month I sent in three, but a few days after I had 
mailed thern I received a card from the publisher 
saying, ‘Why don’t you send in more ex 
changes ?” and thinking that three wasn't enough 
I sent in a dozen, but it wasn’t long before I 
heard from the publisher again. This time he 
said ‘Do you want the earth? You are only 
entitled to one exchange in one issue.” I 
tumbled.” Why didn't he say that the first 
time and save me the trouble of writing up so 
many exchanges? But I managed to brave these 
things, end after I had been a collector for about 
five years I thought I would become a dealer, and 
forthwith visited my aforesaid friend, the ‘‘ad- 
yanced ” collector, and told him of my intentions ; 
he considered it a huge joke and said what a fine 
dealer I would make, but he didn’t hesitate to tell 
me all about ‘‘ Tow to deal in stamps,” and ad- 
vised me to start with approval sheets. 

I took his advice, and at once ordered a gigan- 
Hc (as [ thought} stock of stamps, which came in 
a few days and I was soon ready for business. 1 


advertised to that effect, and in a few days I 
receivetl more mail matter than all the business 
men inthe block. Unluckily for me I started at 
the beginning of the dull season, but I had not 
long to wait, as I soon received several requests 
for sheets, which I promptly sent cut, ‘‘to be 
returned in 10 days,” but some of them have not 
been returned up to this day. One of the delin- 
quents, to whom I wrote about a dozen times, at 
last returned my sheet, but with all the stamps 
stuck dows tight. But I got my stamps back, 
which wasn’t half as bad aa the case of one col- 
lector, who wrote that he had all the stamps I 
sept him, and returned to mc another dealer's 
sheet. Verily he told the truth: he had all my 
stamps. J wouldn't have “kieked,” only the 
sheet returned was only half the value of mine. 
After dealing in stamps for several months, I at 
last got the ‘‘hang” of it, and now enjoy it very 
much, and I find it a well-paying business, 
especially when I advertise largely.

The Semi-Centennial of the Ad- 
hesive Postage Stamp. 


On May 6, of this year it will be exactly fifiy 
years since Great Britain issued the first adhesive 
postage stamp. The event is of sufficient import- 
ance to warrant some action being taken by the 
post office department, of the various countries, 
to commemorate this grand avcnt. 

It is, not only of interest to philatelists, but 
also to the business men and the public in gen- 
eral; for the introduction of the posfage stamp 
asa means for prepaying postage has been the 
real cause of the great success which has attended 
the post office departments of the various 
countries, and certuinly steps should be taken to 
celebrate that important event in a suitable and 
proper manner. 

The philatelie press, and societies and phil 
atelists in gencral will no doubt celebrate the 
grand event in an claborate and suitable manner, 
but we should also see that some legislative enact- 
ment should be made by which the public will 
also celebrate the occasion as well. 
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STAMP COLLECTIONS. 


It may be said of postage stamps, what cannot 
be said of many articles of vertu and bric-a-brac, 
that a good collection is a sound investment for 
money; for while pictures, china and othr 
things are subject to fanciful changes of price, 
the marketable value of rare stamps is determiaed, 
and must increase with the flux of time. As a 
stamp becomes rarer and rarer it must go up in 
price, and an investor who puts his money in 
stainpe may rely, provided he purchases in the 
right quarter, upon getting his money back, and 
more besides, when he disposes of his collection, 

A study of the comparative prices of rare 
stanips to-day with the prices they fetched a few 
years ago would lead to thisconclusion, Stamps, 
by the nature of such thiogs, are always increas- 
ing in valuc, and specimens which were common 
enough ten years ago are now not casy to obtain, 
and as they become rarer and rarer it is natural 
they should also become dearer. 

«A famous collector who is collecting English 
stamps has an exclusively English collection that 
is worth in the open market §50,C00. This sum 
would be realized if the colection were ‘‘ broken 
up” and sold piecemeal, and there are several 
collections in this country which range in value 
from $10,000 to $350,000, What is undoubtedly 
ihe most valuable collection in the world is the 
properly of a German gentleman residing in Parts. 
The holder of this wonderful collection would 
not take $1,250,000 for it. Money would not 
purchase it. It is stiaply unique. Yet there are 
gaps in this collection, the owner of which is still 
one of the most enthusiastic collectors, always on 
the lookout for fresh acquisitions, 

With rare stumps reaching these great yalues, 
and large fortunes locked upin stamp albums, we 
need not insist upon the necessity for guarding 
against forgedspecimens. The high prices which 
the rarest specimens of stamps now realize will 
explain how itis that the trade in forgeries has 
become what it is in these days. We have re- 
cently seen a fair reproduction of the Britaonia 
issue of Mauritius (1859) blue (value not in- 
dicated}, perforated and watermarked. The 
original of this stamp was never issued perforated. 


But the word ‘‘ reprint” or ‘‘ specimen” ona stamp 
Is soon effaced by the forger with his chemicals. 
Indeed, we have ourselves seen examples of used 
stamps, regummed, with all post-office marks ob- 
literated and to all intents and purposes having 
the appearance of unused stamps, The same 
treatment las been adopted with repard to the 
Cane of Good Hope, New Zealand, Queensland, 
India and other British cependencies. With the 
canceling marks deftly removed, all these stamps 
would pass for new.—Selected.
